With Trading with 
the Enemy 


The names of Count von Bernsdorfi 

Hugo yon Papen, and other German 
icelebrities who figured largely on the 
lfront pages of New York newspapers 
;some time ago, were banci2d j about 
freely in Magistrate Belcher’s court 
this morning in connection with th2 
case against John Jacob Bleiler, of 
; Wetaskiwin, who stands charged with 
trading with the enemy, contrary to 
to the order-in-council daied October 
30, 1914, 
i Ernest Hedenstrom, star witness 
for the prosecution, unfolded a tale 
from the witness box that was rem- 
iniscent of the dime novels of child- 
hood’s happy memory, but under a 
grilling cross examination by A. G. 
MacKay, who along with Mr. Watt, 
of Wetasxiwin, appeared for the ac- 
cused, was not quite so sure that 
Mr. Bleiler was the deep-eyed villain 
he had wt first alleged. 

Hedenstrom, it appears, is the in- 
ventor of an aerial torpedo, which, 
to quote the enraptured inventor, is 
_& ‘control that can be applied to 
Jany aeroplane, and working automa- 
| tically without aviator or pilot, will 
allow the machine to travel to any 
predetermined point, drop tombs and 
then return to its original base for 
a further supply of bomts. Enroute 
,the machine also takes photographic. 
impressions of the surrounding coun- 
try. By the aid of this control the 
bombs can be shot 100 miles.” 

Witness stated that the news. be- 
Came noised around Wetaskiwin that 
,he had a war machine out of the 
ordinary, and that Bleiler, made tha 
istatement, “‘I can get youl, the mo- 
ney: to perNct that acroplane inven- 
tion,’’ the aerial torpedo keing st ll 
in a nebulous state during the fall 
of 1915. Hedenstrom even then was 
in. communication with the Allies, 
but fearing that Bleiler wished to 


t 
to the German ambassador, provided 
by Bleiler, Hedenstrom, having relis- 


ed $3,000 for the purpose of building : 


his machine, set ont for Washington 
D.C., last February. Having arrived 
in the United States capital, witness 
sought out the German.embassy, but 
did not meet the count. personally. 
An under secretary, :after reading the 
letter, referred Hedenstrom to a 
New York address. There, the wit- 
ness alleged, he met von Thrai, edi- 
tor of a German paper in New York 
and von gel, whom he claimed was 
purchasing agent for Germany, and 
side de camp to von Papen,’ who was 
later ordered ont of the States. 

| 'The two New York agents thought 
favorably of the aerial torpedo, and 
told him to come back when the in- 
,vention was perfected. Hedenstrom 
went around the next day, to their 
office and alleges they had been ar- 
rested by the U.S.A+ authorities in 
the meantime, so he let the matter 
drop, 
developing his machine, 
that the invention 
demonstrated 
Wetaskiwin.

We are pleas:d- to publish this 
week two letters, which were writ: 
ten by Pte. Freeman Kelley, who is 
doing his bit somewhere in Belgium, 
From the accounts he gives, he is 
having a very exciting time. 


Belgium, July, 14, 1916 


Your letter reached me last night, 
and it was a very wefcome one, as 
I had not heard from any of you 
for four days. We are,up in the tren 
‘ches again, or rather in one of tha 
strongholds back of the trenches, 
[eae are very comfortable. In the 
dug-out we are in are Larry Dun- 
ning, Reggie Barnes and Reg Boyce, 
so you see we are sticking  pret:y 
well together. Victor is in the dug- 
out next to us, and Lydon and Mur- 
ray on the other side. 

We aren’t allowed to move, around 
in the daytime nor show lights at 
night, as Fritz would discover us 
pretty quickly and send over a few 
love tokens if we did that sort of 
thing. However, with a  brazier, 
made out of an old oil can, and a 
little coke or charcoal, we ars able 
to have a good fire, and m&::e our 
toast, boil tea, make porridge, fry 
bacon, heat mulligan (a mixture of 
;meat and vegetables put up {n cans 
‘by one Maconochie, Esquire) or heat 
our dugout in rriny weather, so 
you see we are living like regular 
princes. - This, of course, is done in 
our leisure hours between 3:30 a.m. 
and 9.30 p.m, The rest of the time 
jis devoted to carrying water and 
rations from headquarters, or ‘mak- 
ing improvements in our place of re- 
sidence. We move in a few days to 
the front line where we will stay 
for about four days probably, and 
will then go out for divisional rest. 

I had along letter from’ Donald 
Woodcock ‘day before yesterday. He 
has been in a hospital in England 
since last May and I didn’t know a 
thing about it until I got hiis let- 
ter. His address is Red Cross Aux- 


land, you ‘know, and seems to be 
waiting anxiously to mome over. 

What do you think of the advances 
made by the Allies? Seems pretty 
good, doesn't it? I think I will 
close for the present. ; 


Belgium, July 20, 1916 


It is ten minutes after three, and 
the: mail closes in five minutes so 
this will have to he a very short 


ote. 

We came out of the front line. last 
hight, Larry, Rennie, Reg and Vic- 
‘tor all came out safely, I am glad 
to say, although we were in a pret- 
ty hot corner fora while. I was 
j buried twice but managed to get out 
safely both times. Fritz shelled us 
, Very heavily for about three hours, 
the night’ ‘before last, and things 
;were almost as hot as I ever want 
to see them again. : 

It certainly is wonderful what one 
can go through without suffering any 
harm, ish’t it?: Jimmy McLean, our 
Section commander, was killed about 
jfour feet away from me. He was 
from Calgary, and knew a bunch of 
| the fellows that I know, going to 
‘Varsity, and to the Calgary Colies- 
iate.

FIRES IN THE HOME 


—— 


A fire in the home means danger 
to the family and even if your home 
is fully insured there are always odd 
treasures Which cannot be replaced. 
No man wants to have a’fire in his 
home and yet through carelessness, 
nothing less than criminal, 
many of us are inviting a fire every 
day. Don't think you are immune 
because you have been careless for a 
long time and have never had a fire; 
many hundreds of homes are burned 
in Canada every year and your turn 
will surely come if you are not are- 
ful. 

It is estimated that at least 75 
per cent of all dwelling fires occur 
from such*common causes as matches: 
overheated or defected pipes, stoves 
and chimneys, ashes, rubbish, gaso- 
line, coal oil stoves and lamps, etc, 

We are all careless with matches; 
the manufacture of so called parlor 
or “‘strikg anywhere’? matches should 
be prohibited, by law; it is the only 
poison allowed to enter our homes 
without the ‘‘Danger’’ label. 

The only safe rule is to use safety 
matches, the kind that strike only 
on the box. If you insist on using 
the other kind, at least keep them 
away from the children; in 1913 no 
less than 47 children were burned to 
death through playing with matches. 

Matches are not the worst offend- 
ers. The most common cause of the 
dwelling fires is defective and  over- 
heated stoves, pipes and chimneys. 
The amount of carelessness in this 
respect is simply appalling, whici 
is all the more surprising in view of 
the fact that most of our homes are 
built like tinder boxes. Chimneys 
should be built from the ground. or 
the foundation of the building, not 
on wooden brackets. The wails ought 
to be cight inches thick, unless the 
chimney is lined with terra cotta or 
chimney tile. Stovepipes should not 
pass through attics or other con- 
concealed places, but should enter the 
chimney below the iceiling where they 
will be in plain view and defects 
can be easily seen. 

Stove and furnace pipes should not 
be placed within 12 inches of wood- 
work, unless the woodwork is prop- 
erly protected by tin or asbestos. 
pipes passing through floors or part- 
itions should be protected by metal 
or other non-combustible thimbles. 

Chimneys should be swept every 
year. Stove and furnace ‘pipes 
should be taken down and thorough- 
ly cleaned every year and examined 
for rust holes. Look over the heat- 
ing apparatus every fall before the 
‘fires are started and see that every- 
thing is safe; see that the. pipes are 
well supported and fitted, that they 
enter the chimney properly and are 
not too close to woodwork or other

troyed; a rag soaked in linseed or 
other vegetable oil if rolled up tight 
ly, or covered with other material 
to confine the heat, will ignite spon- 
taneously in a few hours, 

Be careful with coal oil lamps; see 
that they are clean and well filled 
and the wicks fit right. Never use 
coal oil or gasoline to start a fire 
in the stove, many deaths are caus- 
ed in this way. 
wa- 
ter pipes with flame \such as burning 


ed in hot water. 

It is well to have something handy 
to extinguish, a fire in its incipiency; 
2,24 gallon chemical extinguisher is 
about the best for that purpose. 
Some fires can be smothered with a 
coat or something of that nature. 

To be turned out of your home 
half clad on a cold winter night is 
unpleasant to say the least and = a 
few simple precautions will greatly 
lessen the danger.+

PRAYER BOOK TS 
TO BE REVISED 


Edmonton, Aug. 11.—The,synod of 
the Church of Wngland in the prov- 
ince of Rupert's Land, which — con- 
cluded its session in Kdmonton — to- 
day, to meet three years hence in 
Saskatoon, was occupied principally 
jduring the closing hours in consider- 
ing what action should be taken on 
one of the most important questions 
| that will, come before it in the iwhole 
of its history, the revision of the 
| Book of Common Prayer, After a 
long Uiscussion it was decided to re- 
quest the most Rev. Dr. Matheson, 
Archbishop of Rupert’s Land, to call 
a special meeting of the provincial 
synod for the purpose of taking act- 
jon that may be deemed necessary, 

The subject has been under consid- 
eration: by a special committee of the 
general synod of the church for some 
time, and at the last mecting of 
this body at Toronto a draft was 
submitted and sent forward to the 
printers. It was anticipated that co- 
pies of it would be in the hands of 
the synods of the various provinces 
before this, but as they had not ar- 
rived the house of bishops suggested 
that a committee should be appoint- 
ed to go through the book and re- 
port to the committce of the generul 
synod. This view, however, did not 
commend itself to the majority of 
the provincial synod, who objected 
to a committee having such power 
on amatter of such importance to 
the church, and consequently a rega- 
lution was adopted on the motion of 
Rey. Dr.' Lloyd, Saskatoon, seconded 
by W. J. Bell, Saskatoon,, requesting 
the special session to take action in 
regard to the revised draft prayer 
book, 


On the motion of Rev. Capt. Cur- 
ruthers, Edmonton, seconded hy Rev, 


W. B.\Heeney, Winnipeg, the fullow- 
ing resolution wgs carried: 
“That, whereas great and sub- 


stantial progress has been made in 
the cause of temperance throughout 
the length of the Dominion, a proti- 
bition law having been recent'y put 
in force in the provinces of Alberta 
and Manitoba, and the bar abol’shed 
in the province of Saskatchewan, ‘that 
this synod do record its heartiest 
sympathy with this movement and 
that we hereby call upon our church 
people to support the advance thus 
far attained by doing all in their 
power to make temperance _legisla- 
tion a success, and by co-operation 
with all who are interested in the 
temperance movement, that true sic- 
Cess may attend the efforts and the 
progress of the cause agsured,”’ 


Archdeacon Timms, Calgary, sub. 
mitted the memorial relative to de- 
ceased brethren which referred in fit- 
ting and fecling language to the 
deaths of Rev. Dr. Robinson, warden 
of St. John’s Colloge, Winniy-eg; 
Rev. Hugh Speke, who had. been wor 
king in the Peace River and Granle 
Prairie districts, and who was killed

THE PREVENTION 
OF HAIL STORMS 


An epidemic of hailstorms in Ger- 
many recently has compelled its gov- 
ernment to' warn the people against 
excessive hopes of a record harvest, 
and it is not improbable that the 
damage done to the crops by hail 
has been at least as serious as is 
Officially admitted. Itis a matter 
of surprise, however, that the Ger- 
man men of science have not turned 
their attention to inventing methods 
of preventing hail—an electrical phe- 
nom?non of the atmosphere—falling 
in agricultural districts; probably 
they ‘have been too preoccupied with 
their researches in the field of mili- 
tary frightfulness, In France it hus 
been otherwise. A few years ago it 
was estimated that hail storms cost 
French farmers an annual loss of 
£8,000,000, and the government ap- 
pointed a commission to look into 
ithe matter. Asa result, expeciinents 
were carried out with ‘hatil destroy- 
efs’’ in the vine-growing districts, 
with very satisfactory resilis, The 
“destroyers’’ are extensive systems 
; Systems of lightning conductorg er- 
ected. at intervals of five miles t{ra- 
verse to the usual path of the hail 
lesen with “antennae” pointing 


skyward, which attract the electrici- 
ity from the clouds, and ‘thug prevent 
hes formation of hail stones,

CANADA’S BIG BUFFALO HERD 


The Canadian government is meet- 
ing with signal success in its efforts 
to preserve the buffalo from the 
swift extinction which threatened it 
a fow years ago. This is shown in 
a report on the growth of the herd 
at Wainwright Buffalo Parl, Alberta 
just issued by J. B. Harkin, Domin- 
ion Parks Commissioner. 

The report shows that in Akril, 


1904, the herd numbered 402, Since 
then it has’ gradually increased at 
the rate of about 200 a year, until 


today it numbers 2,077, 

The history of this herd, now the 
largest in the worid, dates back to 
1873, when a Pend o’Reille Indian 
captured four little bison calves— 
two bulls and two heifers—by cutting 
them out of a stampeded herd on the 
Flathead 1Reservation in Montana, In 
accordance with a peculiar character- 
istic often noticed by old plainsmen 
these young creatures obediently. fol- 
lowed the horses of the hunters who 
had slain or driven off their pmothers 

The Indian in question gave them 
to the mission of St. Ignatius where 
they were kept as peta and became 
ag domesticated as ordinary cattle. 
When ,the heifers, were four years old, 
each had a calf. From that time 
on unt1 1884. there were thirteen 
head, and finding the care of them 
too great a tax the mission decided 
to sell them. Ten head were bought 
for $250 each by C, A, Allard and 
Miche] Pablo, who were ranching on 
the reservation, and were shrewd en- 
ough: to see that almost an extinct 
animal would eventually become va- 
luable. 

The herd increased under their 
careful supervision, and in a few year 
it became possible to sell specimens 
at high prices. Some idea of the 
average rate of increase may be de 
duced from the observed fact that 
half the cows gave birth to calves 
every year, while twin calves ara 
not uncommon. As a rule the bison 
calf is a very hardy little creature. 
There are instances of the Pablo-Al- 
dard, herd calves finding their feet in 
less than a minute after birth, and 
showing fight within half:an hour, 

In 1906 the Hon. Frank Oliver, 
then Minister of the Interior, ob- 
tained for the Dominion government 
an option on tho,600 unsold head be- 
longing to Pablo and Allard, and 
eventually they were all bought for 
$200,000. The round-up lasted two 
months, and ,was carried out by sev- 
enty-five Cowboys, horsemen picked 
for their ability from Alberta, svd 
was accomplished with a loss of less 
than one per cent. 

Since it became the:property of the 
Canadian government, thia great 
herd has fared well in the new Nat- 
ional park at Wainwright.: The par’ 
is becoming a favorite resort of the 
traveller. ~ It has an area of 150 
square miles, and is securely enclos- 
ed with a high fence of wire.

Chicago, Aug. 15.—Crop damage 
reports caused much excitement to- 
day in the grain market, and wheat | 
prices had an upturn of from 73 to 
8%c from the low point of the day, 
closing a little off from the higt 


‘point, at a net advance of 44¢ to 
| 48, with December at 145§ and Sep- 


tember at 142. 

Corn finished at an advance of § to 
% to 1c, and oats fc higher. Provis- 
ions finished strong at 5 to 42c 
higher. 


| The sensational advance in wheat 


prices came2 well along in the session 
after’ selling, induced apparently by 
the break in Liverpool, had carried 
the market well befow ycsterday’s 
selling figures. Crop damage reports 
giving discouraging news from the 
sent 
the prices away from the low Jevels. 


The first bullish report of the day 
was from a crop expert, who insist- 
ed that his reports showed that the 
northwest fields would not meet the 
government crop report figures., He 
contended that the rust and weathe: 
damage had continued in spite of re- 
corded precipitation. On top of this 
a statement from the Manitoba min- 
istar of agriculture was made public 
to the effect that the damage to Ca- 
nadian fields was greater than had 
been estimated. 


| Traders rushed to the buying side 


and prices mounted steadily, tho de- 
sire to purchase remaining almost 
constant to the close of the seSsion.
